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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments presented by the applicants with 
respect to the claims rejected are not persuasive. Regarding the argument that Misner states that the hinge regions thickness may be 
decreased, it is noted that the combination of Misner with Oppermann et al.. relies on the teaching in Oppermann et al. concerning the use 
of a valve member having a plurality of flaps whereby any given flap could deflect with respect to other flaps and thereby provide quicker 
relief than possible with a single undivided valve member, even if the valve member were to have hinges with reduced thickness. 
Regarding the argument concerning the gaps between the flaps, it is noted that the claims are presently recited do not include any 
recitation pertaining to such gaps. In the event such a limitation were to be included, it is noted that Misner discloses the seating area for 
the valve meber to include elements against which the individual flaps would seat thereby providing effective sealing, just as in the instant 
Invention. Reamining arguments presented by the applicant are essentially the same as presented previously and have been responded 
to in the Final office action. - . 
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
